The United Nations ' (UN) In¬ 
ternational Day of Peace is 
celebrated on September 21 
each year to recognize the ef¬ 
forts of those who have 
worked hard to end conflict 
and promote peace . The In¬ 
ternational Day of Peace is 
also a day of ceasefire - per¬ 
sonal or political 


Peace in 1981 to coincide with 
the opening of the UN General 
Assembly. The first Peace Day 
was celebrated in 1982 and 
was held on the third Tuesday 
of September each year until 
2002, when September 21 be¬ 
came the permanent date for 
the Interna¬ 
tional 


Day 

of Peace. The assembly de¬ 
cided in 2001 that the Interna¬ 
tional Day of Peace should be 
annually observed on Septem¬ 
ber 21 starting from 2002. By

Since its inception, Peace 
Day has marked personal

It has 
grown to in¬ 
clude millions 
of people 
worldwide 
and many 
events are 
organized 
each year to 
commemo¬ 
rate and cele¬ 
brate this day. 

Symbols 
The peace 
dove flying with 
an olive branch in 
its beak is one of the 
most commonly featured 
symbols for the day. In Ju¬ 
daism, Christianity, and Islam 
a white dove is generally a sign 
for peace. The dove can also 
represent “hope for peace” or a 
peace offering from one person 
to another, hence the phrase 
“to extend an olive branch”. 
Often, the dove is represented 
as still in flight to remind peo¬ 
ple of its role as messenger.

Parliament Commission requests new report on 
windmill project 




ORANJESTAD - Wednes¬ 
day morning, the Aruba Cen¬ 
tral Parliament Commission 
decided to add the Urirama 
windmill park matter on their 
agenda. Not too long ago a 
report was prepared by 
KEMA having to do with the 
potential effects of the wind¬ 
mills. This reputable organi¬ 
zation prepared an in-depth 
report in which they de¬ 
scribed the effects that the 
windmill project would have 
on the vicinity. The report re¬ 
vealed that there would be no 
adverse effect from the wind¬ 
mills on the health of people 
in the area of the windmills. 


Notwithstanding, because 
of the questions coming from 
the community and the pre¬ 
occupation that exists about 
the adverse health aspects it 
will cause, this report has 
been brought under serious 
question as to its partiality or 
impartiality. Hence, the AVP 
fraction decided on Wednes¬ 
day to request a new inde¬ 
pendent evaluation, with 
special focus on the potential 
health impact for citizens in 
the area. 

Impartial Evaluation 

To ensure that the MER 
evaluation and the evaluation 


of the potential health risk is 
considered impartially, they 
have proposed charging an 
independent, impartial, pro¬ 
fessional organization to do 
the report. They chose to 
have renowned Dutch Com- 
missie Mer do the work. In 
Holland they instituted a 
commission by law to evalu¬ 
ate MER reports and to pro¬ 
vide impartial information on 
these reports. It is for this rea¬ 
son that Dutch courts rely on 
and put great value on the re¬ 
sults of this commission. The 
commission, for example, re¬ 
quires that the financing for 
such an evaluation should be 


paid by an im¬ 
partial organiza¬ 
tion and not by 
the developers. 

This means that 
payment for 
preparing such a 
report must 
come from any¬ 
one other than 
the parties who 
have an interest 
in the project. In 
our case, the 
Aruba Parlia¬ 
ment has de¬ 
cided to foot the 
bill for this new 
report and not 
the developer of 
the project. 

For informa¬ 
tion on the Com- 
missie Mer, 
visit: www.com- 
missiemer.nl. 

The Central Commission of 
Parliament has approved the 
proposal to use Commissie 
Mer, and have agreed to pay 
for the report. They intend to 
begin working on this report 
as soon as possible.

Arafat nephew opposes French exhumation plan 


RAMALLAH (AFP) - The 
nephew of Yasser Arafat said 
yesterday that he opposed 
French plans to exhume the 
Palestinian leader’s body to 
check claims he was poisoned 
and favoured instead an inter¬ 
national commission of en¬ 
quiry. 

”We have always thought 


that it was death by poisoning 
with unknown substances, 
there was evidence in this di¬ 
rection, and we have said so 
from day one,” nephew Nasser 
al-Qidwa told AFP. 

”It is not logical that when¬ 
ever someone wants a com¬ 
mission of inquiry they come 
up with the exhumation of 


Arafat for analysis,” said 
Qidwa, president of the Yasser 
Arafat Foundation. 

"It would be better if an 
analysis of the body were to 
take place in the framework of 
an international commission of 
inquiry, to be set up without 
delay,” he said, speaking by 
telephone from Switzerland.

Dutch National Government: Over 60 


countries step up sanctions against 
Syria 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands — Diplomats from over 
60 countries are meeting in 
The Hague to tighten the 
sanctions against the Syrian 
regime and improve their en¬ 
forcement. This fourth meet¬ 
ing of the Friends of the 
Syrian People International 
Working Group on Sanctions 
is being hosted by foreign 
minister Uri Rosenthal and 
co-chaired by Canada and 
Tunisia. 

In his opening address, Mr 
Rosenthal said: 'By imposing 
sanctions we are sending an 
important message and help¬ 
ing to further isolate the 
regime. But sanctions will 
only have an impact if they 
are carried out effectively. 
That is how we can make a 
difference.' 

The aim is to encourage 


more countries to impose 
sanctions. Ten new countries 
are participating in the meet¬ 
ing, including Colombia and 
New Zealand. Countries that 
already have sanctions in 
place are talking about ex¬ 
panding them. To make exist¬ 
ing sanctions as effective as 
possible, ways are being 
sought of closing loopholes 
and improving cooperation 
between public authorities 
and the private sector. This 
includes compiling a list of 
government contact points in 
different countries where 
companies can obtain infor¬ 
mation. 

Participants include all the 
EU countries, the United 
States, Canada, Australia, all 
the Gulf States, Jordan, 
Turkey and the Arab League. 
The Syrian Economic Task- 


force is also represented. 

Previous meetings of the 
Sanctions Working Group 
were held in Paris, Washing¬ 
ton and Doha (Qatar). In The 
Hague, financial sanctions 
are receiving extra attention. 
Financial experts are being 
consulted, for example on 
how to prevent sanction eva¬ 
sion and identify suspect 
transactions. 

Participants are also dis¬ 
cussing how to encourage 
companies to stop doing 
business with the Syrian 
regime, for example by warn¬ 
ing them of the damage to 
their reputation. The lifting of 
sanctions for defectors is also 
under consideration, though 
this does not mean that any 
crimes they have committed 
will be ignored.

US judge rejects call to ban 
YouTube anti-Muslim film 


Western missions under siege as 
Muslim riots spread 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - A US 
judge rejected yesterday a re¬ 
quest by an actress in the anti- 
Islamic video that set off 
violent Muslim protests to ban 
YouTube from showing the 
trailer in the United States. 

Los Angeles Superior Court 
Judge Louis Lavin refused the 
request by lawyers for actress 
Cindy Lee Garcia for a restrain¬ 
ing order to prevent the online 
video-sharing service from con¬ 
tinuing to show the trailer. 

Garcia is one of three ac¬ 
tresses in the film to have 
come forward with similar ac¬ 
cusations since the explosion 
of violence that ripped through 
Muslim countries in the Mid¬ 
dle East, Africa and Asia last 
week. 

She sued YouTube and its 
owner Google for releasing ex¬ 
cerpts of the very amateurish 
film, which was later dubbed 
into Arabic and made to show 
Mohammed as a thuggish 
womanizer. 

YouTube said Wednesday it 
extended its restrictions on the 
video to "countries where it is 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
The United States, Britain and 
France warned Iran yesterday 
that time is running out for a 
negotiated settlement to the 
showdown on its nuclear pro¬ 
gram. 

"Time is wasting," US am¬ 
bassador Susan Rice told a UN 
Security Council meeting on 
nuclear sanctions against Iran. 

Iran is "at a crossroads," 
Britain's UN envoy Mark Lyall 
Grant told the meeting at 
which western nations also 
slammed Iran for its arms de¬ 
liveries to Syria and alleged 
links to terrorism. 

The meeting was held amid 


considered illegal by local au¬ 
thorities; that is, to date, India, 
Indonesia. Malaysia and Saudi 
Arabia." 

YouTube last week re¬ 
stricted access to the film in 
Egypt and Libya after unrest in 
those countries, and has been 
adding countries to the list. 
Some others including Pak¬ 
istan and Sudan, have blocked 
access themselves. 

The US actress also filed a 
lawsuit against the reported 
producer of the film, Nakoula 
Basseley Nakoula, on grounds 
of invasion of privacy, fraud, 
slander and intentional inflic¬ 
tion of emotional distress. 

The 5 5-year-old Egyptian 
Copt and convicted fraudster - 
- out on parole — lives in Los 
Angeles and has admitted to 
working on the film, "Inno¬ 
cence of Muslims." 

US media say Nakoula 
wrote and produced the film, 
using the pseudonym Sam 
Bacile before being identified. 
He was questioned overnight 
Friday by police before going 
into hiding with his family. 


mounting speculation that Is¬ 
rael is planning a military 
strike on Iran's nuclear facili¬ 
ties. Iran's President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad is to speak at the 
UN General Assembly of 
world leaders next week. 

A series of reports by the 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency, the UN nuclear 
watchdog, have said Iran is 
stepping up uranium enrich¬ 
ment and not providing proof 
that its nuclear activities are 
peaceful. 

The western powers say 
Iran is seeking a nuclear bomb 
but the Tehran government 
says its drive is peaceful. 


ISLAMABAD(AFP) - Thou¬ 
sands of Pakistanis attempted 
to storm Islamabad's diplo¬ 
matic enclave yesterday, as 
anger mounted across the 
Muslim world over perceived 
Western insults to the Prophet 
Mohammed. 

Similar demonstrations 
took place in several countries, 
as the anger that erupted when 
a US group of Christian ex¬ 
tremists released a crudely- 
made film attacking 
Mohammed was further stoked 
by caricatures in a French 
magazine. 

In a foretaste of what might 
come when tens of millions of 
Muslims leave their mosques 
today after weekly prayers, 
crowds in Nigeria, Iran and 
Afghanistan chanted: "Death 
to France. Death to America. 
Death to Israel." 

In Islamabad, police fired 
teargas and live rounds as they 
defended the heavily-guarded 
diplomatic district, home to 
Western embassies including 
the US, British and French 
missions, against mobs of 
club-wielding protesters. 

Dozens of officers were 
wounded and a police post 
burnt to the ground before 
army troops were eventually 
called in to disperse the pro¬ 
testers, who had breached a 
wall of shipping containers de¬ 
signed to hold them back. 

Western missions are on 
high alert as the United States 
investigates a deadly attack on 
one of its consulates in Libya, 
and ahead of today's prayers, 
which are often a prelude to 
protest in the Muslim world. 

The White House con¬ 
firmed that FBI investigators 
suspected that Al-Qaeda may 
have been linked to the Sep¬ 
tember 11 attack in the Beng¬ 
hazi compound, which left 
four US officials dead, includ¬ 
ing the ambassador to Libya. 

It is not yet clear whether 
the attack by armed militants 


sprang out of the protest move¬ 
ment against the privately-pro¬ 
duced film or whether it was a 
pre-planned assault by an or¬ 
ganised Islamist faction. 

But US President Barack 
Obama's spokesman called the 
killings a "terrorist attack" and 
said officials were probing re¬ 
ports that the militants could 
have links to Al-Qaeda or it 
North African offshoot. 

Separately, US Secretary of 
State Hillary Clinton an¬ 
nounced that a senior panel 
would be appointed to review 
security in the wake of the 
killings. She was also to brief 
lawmakers on the investigation 
into the attack. 

US interests bore the brunt 
of the first wave of protests, 
after Christian activists re¬ 
leased a trailer for an amateur¬ 
ish movie, "The Innocence of 
Muslims", depicting the 
Prophet Mohammed as a thug¬ 
gish sexual deviant. 

But this week France also 


found itself in the firing line 
after the French satirical 
weekly Charlie Hebdo printed 
a batch of cartoons caricatur¬ 
ing the founder of Islam, in¬ 
cluding two showing him 
naked. 

French authorities banned a 
demonstration planned for Sa¬ 
turday in front of Paris's Grand 
Mosque, and will close diplo¬ 
matic missions, cultural cen¬ 
tres and French schools in 
around 20 Muslim countries 
today. 

The French interior mi¬ 
nistry has said it will deny all 
requests for permits to protest 
the film after a demonstration 
last weekend near the US em¬ 
bassy in Paris turned violent. 

Leaders of France's Muslim 
community — the largest in 
western Europe — said an ap¬ 
peal for calm would be read in 
mosques across the country 
today but also condemned 
Charlie Hebdo for publishing 
"insulting" images.

US seeks anti-Islam movie 
retraction from Algeria 
paper 


US probing possible Al-Qaeda link to 
Libya killings 


ALGIERS (AFP) - Washing¬ 
ton sought a retraction yester¬ 
day from an Algerian 
newspaper that linked the slain 
US ambassador to Libya with 
the US-based producer of a 
movie mocking Islam that has 
sparked protests around the 
world. 

The US embassy in Algiers 
said Ambassador Chris 
Stevens, killed with three other 
Americans in an assault by an 
angry mob on the consulate in 
Libya’s second city Benghazi, 
had no connection to the film. 

It described a photograph 
published by the Arabic-lan- 
guage Ennahar newspaper that 
purported to show Stevens 
with the movie’s producer Sam 
Bacile and pro-Israeli French 
philosopher Bernard-Henry 
Levy as "doctored” and the ac¬ 
companying article as ’’ficti¬ 
tious.’’ 

"Ambassador Stevens had 
no association with the repre¬ 
hensible and disgusting film 
and cartoon or the men behind 
them," the embassy said. 

"The US embassy urges En¬ 
nahar to retract this article and 
photo and not spread rumours 
that may result in misunder¬ 


standing and a violent reaction. 

"As Secretary (of State 
Hillary) Clinton said last week, 
the United States government 
had nothing to do with this 
movie. We reject its message 
and its contents. We find it dis¬ 
gusting and reprehensible." 

The Ennahar article sought 
to make a link between the 
US-produced low-budget 
movie "Innocence of Mus¬ 
lims" and cartoons of the 
Prophet Mohammed published 
on Wednesday by French satir¬ 
ical weekly Charlie Hebdo. 

The paper’s front page car¬ 
ried a photograph of a smiling 
Levy reading a copy of a pre¬ 
vious issue of the French 
weekly that also offended con¬ 
servative Muslims and the 
headline: "The Zionist Levy 
behind the campaign to attack 
the Prophet." 

Contacted by AFP by tele¬ 
phone, Ennahar director Anis 
Rahmani at first insisted: "At 
Ennahar, we never use lies or 
trickery to defend the cause of 
our Prophet." 

But he later confirmed that 
the controversial article had 
been removed from Ennahar’s 
online edition. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Last 
week’s deadly assault on the 
US diplomatic mission in the 
Libyan city of Benghazi was a 
"terrorist attack" by militants 
who may have had Al-Qaeda 
ties, the White House said yes¬ 
terday. 

"It is self-evident that what 
happened in Benghazi was a 
terrorist attack," White House 
spokesman Jay Carney said, in 
a statement read to reporters on 
Air Force One. 

"We are looking at indica¬ 
tions that an individual in¬ 
volved in the attack may have 
had a connection to Al-Qaeda 
or Al-Qaeda affiliates," he 
added, citing Matthew Olsen, 
the director of the US National 
Counterterrorism Center. 

"This is the best informa¬ 
tion what we have right now. 


Oslo court 
upholds 
guilty verdict 
in Prophet 
cartoon case 


OSLO (AFP) - A Norwegian 
appeals court upheld yester¬ 
day the guilty verdicts of two 
men in a plot to bomb a Dan¬ 
ish newspaper that had pub¬ 
lished cartoons of the Prophet 
Mohammed, local media 
said. 

The men were arrested in 
2010 for planning to blow up 
the offices of the Jyllands- 
Posten daily that had pub¬ 
lished 12 caricatures of the 
Muslim prophet in Septem¬ 
ber 2005. 

In January, an Oslo district 
court sentenced Norwegian 
national Mikael Davud, a 
member of China's Uighur 
minority considered the mas¬ 
termind of the plot, to seven 
years behind bars. 

It handed Shawan Sadek 
Saeed Bujak, an Iraqi Kurd 
residing in Norway, a three- 
and-a-half-year term. 

While the appeals court 
upheld the verdict yesterday, 
the decision concerned only 
the men's guilt and not the 
length of their sentences. 

The court failed to come 
to a decision over the guilt of 
a third man, David Jakobsen 
— an Uzbek arrested at the 
same time as Davud and 
Bujak — according to Nor¬ 
way's NRK broadcaster. 

Jakobsen was acquitted in 
January of the most serious 
charges but was sentenced to 
four months' jail for helping 
the others procure bomb¬ 
making material.

Funds needed to halt Sierra Leone cholera spread: Red Cross 

GENEVA (AFP) - The Red Cross on Thursday said there was an urgent need for more 
funds to help contain the biggest cholera epidemic in Sierra Leone in decades, which 
so far has killed at least 273 people. Whereas the disease usually appears at the start of 
the rainy season in June or July, this year cases were reported at the beginning of the 
year and have spread rapidly in the densely-populated capital Freetown. Poor hygiene 
and living conditions have contributed to the spread, leaving thousands stricken with 
vomiting, diarrhoea and stomach cramps and overwhelming Sierra Leone's health sys¬ 
tem. The IFRC said the funds requested Thursday would be enough to help more than 
3.5 million people directly or indirectly affected by the outbreak over the next six months. 
The Red Cross said it had deployed more than 700 volunteers "to work with communities 
at risk and provide cholera awareness and hygiene promotion activities."

Tokyo Game Show 



MAKUHARI (AFP) - Sophis¬ 
ticated gameplay and cheap 
downloads that are fuelling a 
boom in software for smart¬ 
phones and tablets were on 
display at the Tokyo Game 
Show, the biggest of its kind in 
Asia.

PMI: Eurozone business 
activity gloomiest in three 
years 


Summary of the Monthly Bulletin (May 2012) 
of the Aruba Central Bank shows: 

BROAD MONEY EXPANDED 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Eurozone 
private sector business activity 
declined for an eighth straight 
month in September, hitting its 
gloomiest patch in three years 
as French activity plunged, a 
survey showed yesterday. 

The closely-watched Pur¬ 
chasing Managers Index 
(PMI), a survey of 5,000 euro¬ 
zone businesses compiled by 
Markit research firm and a key 
forward-looking indicator, 
came in at 45.9 points, down 
from 46.3 in July. 

Any reading below 50 indi¬ 
cates contraction in activity. 

Taken together with pre¬ 
vious months the data sug¬ 
gested "the worst quarter for 
three years," Chris William¬ 
son, Markit chief economist 
said in a statement. 

He tipped a 0.6 percent con¬ 
traction in gross domestic 
product for the quarter, which 
would confirm a return to re¬ 
cession. 

"We had hoped that the 
news regarding the ECB’s inter¬ 
vention to alleviate the debt cri¬ 
sis would have lifted business 
confidence, but instead senti¬ 
ment appears to have taken a 
turn for the worse," Williamson 
said, referring to plans by the 
European Central Bank to buy 
bonds issued by struggling eu¬ 
rozone governments. 

He said the business out¬ 


look was "the most gloomy 
since early-2009," with the 
"gloom clearly reflected in 
headcounts falling at the 
fastest rate since January 2010 
as companies seek to adjust to 
weaker demand". 

At the same time, the survey 
reported company costs rising 

— mainly through energy prices 

— despite weak global demand 
bringing output prices down. 

Some good news came 
from an easing in the rate of 
contraction in Germany, 
though the rate of decline ac¬ 
celerated markedly in France. 

Germany’s composite PMI 
came in 49.7, up markedly 
from 47.0 in August, with im¬ 
provement in both the services 
and manufacturing sectors. 

However, the halt to the pri¬ 
vate sector downturn seems to 
have a fragile veneer, given the 
reliance on pipeline projects 
over new business to stabilise 
output. 

The French composite 
index plunged to 44.1 points in 
September, its lowest reading 
in over three years, from 48.0 
in August. 

Markit said surveys in 
France revealed accelerated 
falls in output in both services 
and manufacturing, with the 
manufacturing subindex also 
at a 41-month low of 42.6 
points. 


ORANJESTAD - The Cen- 
trale Bank van Aruba (CBA) 
concluded in its Monthly Bul¬ 
letin of May 2012 that broad 
money expanded by Afl. 63.6 
million to Afl. 3,216.0 million, 
resulting from an Afl. 76.3 mil¬ 
lion rise in net domestic assets. 
Net foreign assets (excluding 
revaluation differences of gold 
and foreign exchange hold¬ 
ings), on the other hand, fell by 
Afl. 12.6 million to Afl. 
1,194.7 million. The rise in the 
domestic component of the 
money supply reflected in¬ 
creases in both domestic credit 
and non-credit related balance 
sheet items of, respectively, 
Afl. 68.4 million and Afl. 7.9 
million. The surge in domestic 
credit was caused by an Afl. 
70.0 million rise in the net lia¬ 
bility of the public sector to the 
banking sector, resulting from 
an Afl. 45.0 million issue of 
treasury bills, and the drawing 
down of government’s bank 
balances by Afl 24.9 million. 
In contrast, claims of the bank¬ 
ing sector on the private sector 
dropped by Afl. 1.6 million (- 
0.1 percent), following a Afl. 
4.8 million (-0.4 percent) de¬ 
crease in commercial loans, 
while housing mortgages and 


consumer credit rose by, re¬ 
spectively, Afl. 2.1 million 
(+0.2 percent), and Afl. 1.6 
million (+0.3 percent). 

The consumer price index 
(CPI) for May 2012 registered 
a 1.4 percent increase, com¬ 
pared to the same month of 

2011. The main contributors to 
this rise were housing, food 
items, and transport. Excluding 
the effect of food and energy 
(which partly affects the hous¬ 
ing and transport components), 
the core CPI showed a 0.1 per¬ 
cent decrease compared to 
May 2011, brought about by 
declines in the index categories 
of clothing, household opera¬ 
tion (i.e., glassware, textiles, 
and furniture), and recreation 
and culture (i.e., personal com¬ 
puters and television costs). 
The 12-month average infla¬ 
tion rate reached 5.2 percent in 
May 2012. 

The number of stay-over 
visitors totaled 66,057 in May 

2012, 1.2 percent higher than 
in May 2011. This rise was 
caused by an increase of 1,024 
or 10.2 percent in the number 
of visitors from Latin Ameri¬ 
can. In contrast, the number of 
visitors from the North Ameri¬ 
can and European markets fell 


by, respectively, 890 or 1.9 
percent to 45,625 and 462 or 
7.2 percent to 5,994. In the 
Latin American market the 
pattern of growth was mainly 
sustained by an expansion of 
1,503 or 29.3 percent to 6,630 
visitors from Venezuela. In ad¬ 
dition, a notable surge was reg¬ 
istered in tourist arrivals from 
Curagao and other Dutch 
Caribbean islands, where an 
upturn of 1,107 or 63 percent 
to 2,865 visitors was recorded 
during May 2012, compared to 
the same month of 2011. This 
growth could be in part as¬ 
cribed to the Soul Beach Festi¬ 
val event. Cruise tourism noted 
a sharp drop, as 7,251 (-47 per¬ 
cent) fewer cruise visitors dis¬ 
embarked on Aruba’s port, due 
mainly to a change in ship itin¬ 
eraries in that month, com¬ 
pared to May 2011. The 
number of ship calls fell to 3 in 
May 2012 compared to 14 a 
year earlier. 

In May 2012 tax revenue 
registered a decline of Afl. 
10.1 million or 12 percent to 
Afl. 76.7 million, compared to 
the same month of the previ¬ 
ous year, due mainly to de¬ 
creases in income from profit 
tax and excises on gasoline of, 
respectively, Afl. 9.6 million (- 
55.8 percent) and Afl. 5.1 mil¬ 
lion (-52.6 percent). Revenue 
from turnover tax (BBO) re¬ 
mained unchanged, while that 
from foreign exchange tax fell 
slightly by Afl. 0.3 million to 
Afl. 3.4 million. In contrast, 
non-tax revenue went up by 
Afl. 2.8 million in May 2012 
compared to the same month 
of last year.

Stories speculating that the 
singer, who famously 
rollerbladed around a beach in 
a bikini top for her music 
video "Loca," would soon be¬ 
come a mother have been gone 
viral in Latin American media 
for weeks. 

"As some of you may know, 
Gerard and I are very happy 
awaiting the arrival of our first 
baby!" Shakira said in a state¬ 
ment on her website. 

"At this time, we have de¬ 
cided to give priority to this 
unique moment in our lives 
and postpone all the promo¬ 
tional activities planned over 
the next few days." 

The Grammy award-win¬ 
ning diva did not indicate 
when the baby is due to be 
born. 

This will be the first child 
for Shakira, 35, and Pique, 25, 
who confirmed their relation¬ 


ship in March 2011. 

Pique, a center-back for FC 
Barcelona, will be out for two 
to three weeks after hurting his 
left foot in his side's 3-2 win at 
home to Spartak Moscow in 
the Champions League, the 
club announced earlier. 

The pregnancy announce¬ 
ment comes as Shakira's for¬ 
mer boyfriend and agent 
Antonio de la Rua of Ar¬ 
gentina is suing her over con¬ 
tracts that were pending after 
their 2010 breakup. 

Colombian media say De la 
Rua, son of a former president, 
sued her seeking $250 million 
and real estate they shared dur¬

But police have posted on 
the same site: "This is an ur¬ 
gent call by police and the 
town council. Do not come to 
Haren on Friday night. Police 
are ready to stop any disorder”. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Yoko 
Ono, the artist and widow of 
Beatles musician and song¬ 
writer John Lennon, will be¬ 
stow a peace award in the 
couple's name to Pussy Riot, 
the Russian punk rockers, in 
New York. 

The biennial Lennon-Ono 
Grant for Peace will be given 
to Pyotr Verzilov, the husband 
of jailed Pussy Riot member 
Nadia Tolokonnikova, said the 
global rights group Amnesty 
International. 

The peace award is to be 
shared between the Russian 
band and four others, includ¬ 
ing Rachel Corrie, the Ameri¬ 
can activist crushed to death 
by an Israeli bulldozer in 
Rafah in 2003, and the late 


writer Christopher Hitchens. 

Friday's ceremony in the

The defeat meant Zim¬ 
babwe becomes the first team 
to go out of the tournament 
after a one-sided match 
watched by just 1,000 fans in 


Mahinda Rajapaksa stadium. 

Levi hit six boundaries off 
43 balls, while Amla hit three 
off his 33 deliveries. 

Earlier Zimbabwe failed 
against a ruthless South 
African pace quartet, led by 
Kallis and Morne Morkel. 

Craig Ervine top-scored 
with 37, and added 35 for the 
fourth wicket with Stuart Mat- 
sikenyeri (11), to help Zim¬ 
babwe just avoid their lowest 
total of 84 in all Twenty20 in¬ 
ternationals, made against 
New Zealand in 2010. 

Morne Morkel dismissed 
Vusi Sibanda (nought) and 
Brendan Taylor (four) in his 
first two overs before Kallis 
polished off the middle-order 
with the wickets of Mat- 
sikenyeri and Elton Chigum- 
bura off successive deliveries 
in his first over. 

He then dismissed Graeme 
Cremer (six) and Ervine to im¬ 
prove on Mome Morkel’s 4-17 
against New Zealand in 2007 
which was the previous best 
bowling by a South African in 
a Twenty20 match. 

Hosts Sri Lanka, who beat 
Zimbabwe by 82 runs, play 
South Africa in the final Group 
C match on Saturday. 

The top two teams from 
each of the four groups will 
advance to the Super Eights 
round.

The Mexican fighter faces 
up to a one-year suspension or

A factor that will weigh into 
consideration of Chavez Jnr's 
punishment is a prior positive 
doping test for the Mexican in 
Nevada. 

In 2009, he tested positive 
for a diuretic and was hit with 
a seven-month ban as well as 
stripped of a victory and fined 
$10,000 — 10 percent of that 
fight's paycheck. 


Pre-fight test results have 
not yet been received by Ne¬ 
vada officials, who Arum 
plans to seek leniency from 
because marijuana is a recre¬ 
ational drug and not a per¬ 
formance-enhancing substnce. 

Arum told the Times that 
Chavez Jnr smoked marijuana 
to help him sleep but that such 
a benefit did not make the 
Mexican a dope cheat. 


Chavez Jnr fell to 46-1-1 
after judges awarded Mar¬ 
tinez, 50-2-2, the victory by

and 117-110. 

Chavez was arrested on a 
drunken driving charge last 
January just two weeks before 
a successful title defense.

Football: 
Chelsea’s 
Mikel says 
sorry for 

costly blunder 

LONDON (AFP) - Nigeria 
midfielder John Obi Mikel has 
apologised for the Champions 
League blunder that allowed 
Juventus to snatch a 2-2 draw 
against holders Chelsea. 

With just 10 minutes remain¬ 
ing at Stamford Bridge on 
Wednesday, Chelsea were on 
course to open their title de¬ 
fence with a victory after two 
goals from Brazil midfielder 
Oscar gave them a 2-1 lead 
over the Italian champions. 

But Mikel carelessly sur¬ 
rendered possession with a 
wayward pass and Chelsea’s 
defenders failed to respond as 
Claudio Marchisio played 
Fabio Quagliarella into space 
for the equaliser. 

”If I want to make up an 
excuse, I can,” Mikel said. 
"But, for me, I gave the ball 
away. I put my hands up, we 
move on. 

"I’m sorry about the mis¬ 
take, but there are no excuses.” 

It could have been even 
worse for Chelsea as 
Quagliarella hit the crossbar 
with a looping shot just after 
his equaliser. 

Blues boss Roberto Di 
Matteo was frustrated with the 
way his team lost control after 
taking a two-goal lead, but he 
could at least take heart from 
Oscar's virtuoso display on his 
first start for his new club. 

Oscar arrived from Intema- 
cional for £25 million in the 
close-season and he under¬ 
lined his vast potential with a 
sublime second goal on 
Wednesday that saw him turn 
away from two Juventus 
markers with a sublime flick 
before unleashing a curling 
shot that flashed past Gian- 
luigi Buffon. 

It was an early contender 
for goal of the season and 
Oscar, 21, admitted he was de¬ 
lighted to have made such a 
big impact in his first Champi¬ 
ons League appearance. 

"I was very happy to score 
my first goal in the Champions 
League and my first goal at 
Chelsea,” he said. 

Meanwhile Mikel was 
forced to close his Twitter ac¬ 
count after suffering a barrage 
of racist abuse prompted by 
his costly mistake. 


Football: Schalke hope to overcome rotating 
Bayern 


BERLIN (AFP) - Schalke 04 
are hoping to come out on top 
against Bayern Munich this 
weekend, buoyed by victory in 
their Champions League 
opener against Olympiakos. 

The Gelsenkirchen club 
beat the Greek side 2-1 on 
Tuesday but go into the match 
knowing that they failed to 
take a point from Bayern last 
season and also came away 
empty-handed from ties with 
eventual champions Borussia 
Dortmund. 

Manager Horst Heldt said 
finding weaknesses in the 
Bayern line-up was always 
tough but unlike in the last 
campaign, when they lost 2-0 
twice, they needed to be deci¬ 


sive against the current 
league-leaders. 

"We were disappointed 
with how we played in the big 
games last season, with the ex¬ 
ception of the home game 
against Dortmund (which they 
lost 2-1),” said Heldt. 

"But in Dortmund and 
twice against Bayern we didn't 
have any courage. You can't 
win anything like that. Of 
course it's important to see to 
it that the team plays in a dif¬ 
ferent manner. 

"After all we're playing 
against one of the favourites 
for the championship.” 

Schalke go into the game 
with a doubt over midfielder 
Jermaine Jones, who suffered 


an ankle injury in the victory 
over Olympiakos, while Bay¬ 
ern coach Jupp Heynckes is 
expected to continue rotating 
his players, with strength in 
depth. 

Like fourth-placed Schalke, 
Dortmund have seven points. 
They are playing on Saturday 
at struggling Hamburg, who 
are second-to-last in the table 
after three defeats in three 
matches. 

Dortmund needed a late 
goal by Robert Lewandowski 
to grab a 1 -0 win at home over 
Ajax Amsterdam to kick off 
their Champions League cam¬ 
paign. 

And coach Juergen Klopp 
will now analyse how the mid- 
field duo of Mario Goetze and 
Marco Reus performed and if 
he wants to line them up to¬ 
gether in Hamburg. 

"We will have a lot of work 
before it works perfectly,” ad¬ 
mitted Reus. 

Hamburg coach Thorsten 
Fink meanwhile said the Bun- 
desliga champions were com¬ 
ing at exactly the perfect time. 

"We are the underdogs on 
Saturday and we can only sur¬ 
prise in a positive manner,” 
said Fink. "If I am given the 
time, we will move up the 
table.” 

The last time Hamburg had 
zero points after three matches 
was way back in September 


1972. But the club's manage¬ 
ment still has faith in Fink. 

"We are totally convinced 
of his work. He will get his 
time,” said club chairman 
Carl-Edgar Jarchow. 

Friday evening's match 
sees Nuremberg play Eintracht 
Frankfurt, with the newly-pro¬ 
moted side's coach Armin Veh, 
who guided VfB Stuttgart to 
the 2007 Bundesliga crown, 
upbeat after three straight wins 
in the opening games. 

"I would be disappointed 
now if we don't win the cham¬ 
pionship,” Veh joked in an in¬ 
terview with Kicker magazine. 
Veh will have his sights set on 
stopping Nuremberg's Japan¬ 
ese star Hiroshi Kiyotake. The 
midfielder has delivered three 
assists and a goal in his last 
two matches and helped 
Nuremberg to seven points. 

The other Saturday games 
see VfL Wolfsburg host 
Greuther Fuerth; Augsburg 
play at Mainz 05 in a battle of 
teams with just one point; and 
Freiburg heading to Fortuna 
Duesseldorf, the only team not 
to have conceded a goal this 
season. 

On Sunday, Bayer Lev¬ 
erkusen host Borussia 
Moenchengladbach; Werder 
Bremen welcome VfB 
Stuttgart and Hanover 96 
travel to last place Hoffen- 
heim.
